Representative Albert Johnson, 
chairman of the House Committee 
on Immigration, left yesterday for 
Washington, will ask for legislation, 
he announced today, to restrict im- 
migration from Europe to blood 
relatives, only of foreign-born 
vralized American citizens.

Mr. Johnsen said immigrants 
were filling up the large cities of 
the East, and that he had been ad- 
vised that in Philadelphia alone 
there was « shortage of 60.000 
houses. The immigrants were piling 
the crowded tenement-houses, 
he said, and unless something was 
done there would be great suffering 
before next spring. 

He also will propose, he said, 
that American wives of foreign 
born, but unnaturalized residents, 
shall not lose their citizenship. He 
will urge that separate citizenship 
be granted women, regardless of 
their husbands. Mr. Johnson said 
he would propose the voluntary 
registration of aliens and seek to 
lengthen the term of probation from 
five to ten vears, with yearly exam- 
inationas, such examinations to count 
for credits, so that aliens may earn 
citizenehin within five vears.

taking of the right of land owner- 
ship away from the Japanese, the re- 
strictions on the leasehold of land, 
the restriction of photograph mar- 
riages and other incidents. Instead 
of showing reséntment, Japan has of 
her own accord restricted the immi- 
gration of her laborers into the 
United States by means of the gen- 
tleman's agreement. Japan is now 
taking toward the United States an 
attitude similar to that taken by 
America toward Japaa sixty-seven 
years ago, atY attitude of patience 
and forbearance. Japan is now pay- 
ing the debt of tolerance that she 
contracted sixty-seven years ago. To 
be more specific, America is now re- 
cetving repayment on the spiritual 
capital that she invested in Japan in 
the time of Commodore Perry and 
Townsend Harris.

“For the opening spring I cannot 
gee anything but a shortage of auto- 
mobiles, more acute than any short- 
age that has existed in the past, for 
the reason that, due to the ill-ad- 
vised flurry ught about recently 
in the trade, the automobile manu- 
facturers and parts makers wil! 
not proceed with as big produc- 
tions as formerly. 

“Many makers deliberately curtail 
their production to filling actual 

as they receive them and 
the parts makers will pursue the 
same course. This will result in 
very much decreased outputs, re- 
milting in higher cost to the manu- 
facturer, and I would not be sur- 
prised to see several price advances. 
even from some of those who have 
recently reduced their prices, under 
the mistaken idea that reduced 
prices would stimulate greater busi- 
ness, resulting in perhaps a double 
business at the same net profit. The 
results have not fulfilled their ex- 
pectations. 

REVERSE EFFECT. 

“Among people well posted tn the 
industry some of the recent price 
reductions have been characterized 
as unwise, as these reductions have 
had just the reverse effect from 
what wae expected. 

“The automobile business eas «a 
whole has been quite free from 
profiteering, the advance in price 
being only sufficient to compensate 
for the increased cost of labor and 
the increased Federal taxation. The 
average inrease in automobile prices 
Since 1914 has been only 12% per 
cent. After 1914, when the tre-

[the same period, cities, towns and 
various organizations have awak- 
ened to the neceasity of providing 
for this travel and public camps are 
now found within, or adjacent to, 
most of our wide-awake commu- 
nities. 


Last season we estimate that over 
1,000,000 pleasure seekers visited 
the national forests of California and 
that fully 85 per cent of the automo- 
bile tourists were prepared to camp. 
This enormous camping problem 
renders it necessary, both from the 
Ore protection and the sanitation 
standpoint, that public camps be es- 
tablished and maintained on our 
forests, and as Congress appropri- 
ates no money to our service for re- 
creation or development work we 
find it impossible afiequately 
serve the camping public except 
through financial co-operation on 
the part of national, civic and pub- 
lic organizations. . 

“To date, various organizations. 
such as motor-car dealers’ associa- 
tions, Southern California Auto Club 
and chambers of commerce are co- 
operating with us in this work, and 
the purpose of this letter is to as- 
certain whether or not your organ-

The California Olive Association has gone 
directly to the bottom of the matter. 

Last winter the association helped to 
raise a fund of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars to investigate the cause of spoiled foods 
and find means to overcome it. The ablest 
scientists in the country were employed to 
carry on extensive investigations, with tn- 
structions to continue their work until they 
, had found an effective remedy. - 

What these scientists discovered sounds 
very si:aple, but it is very important to the 
consumers of prepared foods. One of the 
causes of food spoilage ‘s a germ known 
as Bacillus botulinus. This germ can be 
killed by a temperature of 240 deg. Fahren- 
heit maintained for forty minutes. 

The Olive Association has secured the 
co-operation of the California State Board 
of Health to have a ruling written into the 
laws of the State that no olives may be 
packed for sale in California that have not 
been sterilized at this temperature for the 
time specified. The olive men suffered heav- 
fly through unfavorable publicity given their 
product as the result of a few poisonings 
attributed to ripe olives, but they did not 
lose heart because of their .misfortene. 
They have gone after the problems in a 
two-fisted, he-man fashfon and they deserve 
the thanks and appreciation of the entire 
country for it. When the public really un- 
derstands how small was the foundation 
upon which the olive scare was based the 
action of the five men will seem all the 
bigger. 

The guarantee of their now se- 
cured is bound to give the public a confi- 
dence in ripe olives that will soon repay the 
essoctation for its great expenditure of mon- 
ey and effort. It will be reassuring indeed | 
to know that the ripe olive, the last product 


ever to be charged with causing poisoning, 


wil henceforth be “safer than safe.” 

Tt is to be hoped that the manufacturers 
of all other food products will not be long 
in profiting by the precedent set by the 
California Olive Association and that the 
public mind will be freed for all time from 
the old-time bogie of ptomaine.

More important than the extension of ag: 
ricultural education and experimentation to 
the farmstead, or even the bettering of 
transportation facilities from the farm to 
the city, is an Investigation, and the publica 
gation, into the mysterious processes of 


marketing by which the farmer is deprived 
of a large portion of his earnings, and the 
consumer is forced to pay a price all out of 
proportion to the price received by the 
grower. The general public is entitled to 
know what happens in the interim between 
the time the farmer is paid for his producc 
at the market and the time that produce ap- 
pears in the retailer's stalls. The farmer 
wants the consumer to know just what mar 
gin of profit he actually receives for his 
crops. The United States Department of 
Agriculture can place this knowledge before 
thé people, but despite urgent demands for 
the data it persists in publishing produce 
prices which represent, not what the farmer 
receives for his wares, but what the retailer 
and consumer are forced to pay at their re- 
spective markets. 

The Times Farm and Tractor Section, 
some weeks ago, called attention to the fact 
that the market prices for farm produce as 
published by the Bureau of Markets repre 
sented, not what the farmer obtained for his

Farm Machine Gets. 


LTHOUGH farm implement and ma- 

chine lines have advanced, on the av- 
erage, about 100 per cent over pre-war 
prices, this advance has not been in pro- 
portion to the increase in the price of the 
raw material that goes to make fractors and 
farm tools, according to those who ought 
to know. House builders know that such 
items as steel, woods, paint and machined 
metal have advanced from 125 to 300 per 


with only a little over 3 per cent of the 
country’s population, consumed 40 per cent 
of the year’s crop of ripe olives.

Why was this? California was acquainted 
with ripe olives and the Fast was not.

better than any other. The Manzanillo 
has ati advantage in that it ripens a few 
weeks earlier than the Mission, consequent- 
ly in those locations in the State where 
frost in the early winter months occurs the 
Manzanillo is usually harvested and out 
of the way of danger before the weather 
which is cold enough to destroy the fruit 
arrives. 

The prospective grower of olives should 
acquaint himself thoroughly with the char- 
the different varie 
ties of fruit and then check the informa- 
tion so gained with reliable data for the 
different locations in the State used for the 
growing of olives. Each grower should 
study carefully the soil and weather con- 
ditions of his particular section and apply 
care to his trees in accordance with the de- 
mands of nature in his individual location. 

While the olive may be considered the 
most exclusive California product we have, 
it requires much care in order to realize 
the best and most profitable results, but 
even with the giving of such care, it is not 
80 expensive to raise as many other prod- 
ucts. The olives require irrigation at crit 
cal periods, but its demand for water is not 
so great as to make this factor unreason- 
able as to cost. 

The olive has the longest life of any 
fruit tree grown and uniess caution is ex- 
ercised, the grower ia liable to drift into 
an idea that on ac@dunt of the extreme 
age the olive tree attains, it does not re 
quire the care that other fruit trees of 
shorter life demand. This conclusion is 
wrong and is one that has cost the growers 
of olives in California many thousands 
dollars. 

While a tree will live without care, it 
does not produce fruit of the proper quality 
Or in snfficient quantities to prevent 
Investment from showing a loss.

METHOD OF DRESSING 
DUCKS ON THE RANCH. 


Ducks may be dressed by dry picking, by 
scalding or by steaming. Their condition 
is best judged by the amount of fiesh on 


their backs. The methods used in dry pick- 
ing poultry are also used with ducks, al- 
though the latter are harder to pick. The 
ducks are generally killed sticking in 
the mouth or through the throat with a. 
knife which has a narrow blade about four 
inches long, and then stunned by a blow 
on the back of the head with a short club; 
or the knife may be inserted just back of 
the eye. To facilitate handling in scalding 
and picking a hook is run into the duck’s 
mouth, coming out through the nostril. The 
long tail feathers are left on the ducks, the 
wings are picked to the first juint and the 
neck halfway to the head. Long pinfeathers 
usually are removed with a dull knife. 
Ducks may bé steamed and picked, thus | 
saving the feathers without artificial dry- 
ing; and as duck feathers are of consider- 
able value, their sale is quite an important 
item.

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NEED OF WATER CONSERVATION 


—— 


EMPHASIZED IN DROUTH YEARS. 


: BY MARVIN 
LTHOUGH the drought of the last 
A three years has-been disastrous to 
hundreds of California farmers, the 
deficient moisture conditions will, in reality, 
be a benefit, and a lastinfk one, to the farm- 
ers who practice irrigation in this State, for 
it has taught them the real value of water 
and the necessity for conservation of every 
drop of moisture. 

Students of irrigation are warning farm- 
ers that subnormal rainfall during the past 
three seasons has left their soils with less 
moisture than they have had in many years, 
and this lack of moisture must be supplied 
by Irrigation this winter, unless there is an 
unusually heavy and «consistent rainfall. 
Field crops in Southern California have not 
suffered as much as orchards, particularly 
walaut groves, but all crops which reach be- 
low the first foot of soil for their nourish- 
ment have shown some effect of the mols- 
ture deficiency. In Central and Northern 
California sea#son crops suffered more 
the subnormal rainfall than in the 
sou 


In order to overcome the deplorable mois- 
ture conditions below the first foot of soil 
waste of irrigation water must be put at a 
minimum by inaugurating the following re- 
forms: 

(1.) Deep wells must replace shallow 
wells in the pumpimg districts. 

(2.) Cement-lined canals must replace 
open ditches. 

Where possible, water should be 
conducted in concrete or galvanized iron 
pipe in field laterals. 

Many farmers who have gravity systems of 
irrigation have installed pumps in well pits 
and shafts this year in order to reinforce 
their water supplies, and have found that 
their pumping systems can be relied upon 
for a sufficient irrigation supply when the 
demands of other water users prevent them 
from getting a surface supply when needed. 
When a pump is installed water ts imme- 
diately available at all hours of the day or 


~ night, and in the quantity desired. Then the 


farmer is not subject to enforced lmita- 
tions in the quagtity of water used and in 
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the time of irrigations, which are frequent- 
iy made necessary in justice to other water 
users. The farmer who has a pumping 
plant is completely independent of his neigh- 
bor’s irrigation needs and is also not both- 
ered with the problem of prior water rights. 
In pumping there is far less loss through 
evaporation and percolation than there is 
in gravity irrigation. Federal investigators 
and engineers of irrigation districts have 
determined that the losf of water between 
the source. and the user in California dis 
tricts is between 40.and 62 per cent, most 
of this being due to evaporation en route 
from the, source to the fields. The earth 
pditch allows a great percentage of water 
diverted into the irrigation system to per- 
colate through the soil. Even in the cement- 
lined canal there is a great loss through 
evaporation. But when the open ditch t& 
lined with cement great losses of water 
through percolation are checked. Many 
open dit* have been lined with cement 
in Central and Southern California this 
vear, and farmers have been rejoicing in a 
greater duty of water in thos» districts. 
DEEPER WFLLS PAY. 


Where there is a water strata within 250 


to remunerate the farmer for the expense, 
wells should be sunk, whether the farmer 
bas a surface supply or an inadequate pump- 
ing supply. Many an orchard or field of 
alfalfa has been saved this year by the sink- 
ing of deeper wells where shallow wells 
tg depended upon for an irrigation sup 
ply. 

Wells may be divided into two general 
classes, the open, or-dug well, and the deep, 
drilled well, which is usually but a few 
inches in diameter. Then, as in the Po- 
mona-ChinoCorona district, there are com- 
binations of both. Improvements in well 
drilling machinery make it practicable to 
drill wells of greater diameter than hereto- 
fore, and it is now feasible to drill wells 
of thirty inches in diameter. 

Driven or deep wells are sunk where the 
water stratum is at a considerable depth, 
but tilting strata may so cap the water zone 
with an impervious rock that the water 
level will be near the surface when the 
well is completed, or it may form an arte- 
sian or flowing well. Persons accustomed 
to open wella aré often surprised at the 
quantity of water delivered by a deep well 
of only d dew inches in diameter. This type 
of wert depends largely upon the depth to 
which it is sunk in the water zone for the 
quantity of water delivered at the surface. 
Bored wells are usually cased to bedrock 
with fron pipe, but frequently are cased to 
the entire depth. When the casing extends 
to bottom of the well the lower part 
that @xtends into the stratum of water is 
usually perforated to form a strainer. In 
large Wells, which draw water from 4 wide 
borizon, the strainer or perforated portion 
of the pipe is sometimes as great as 100 
feet in length, but is usually, in Southern 
California at least, from ten to eighteen 
feet‘in length. This perforated part of the 
casing allows the water to come through the 
gravel strata into the pipe. 

The combination large and small-bore 
well is used where it is desired to install 
a type of pump near the water level which 
is too large to be inserted in a well of small 
diameter and for conditions where a water- 
bearing strata near the surface is to be 
supplemented by one of greater depth. 
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Where it is desired to place a pump of large 
size at or near the water level the upper 
portion of the well is either dug to form an 
open pit or it may be made with a large ro- 
tary well-drilling outfit, so common in the 
Far Southwest, or a churn-drilling machine 
using a reaming bit. When the pump is in- 
stalled at or near 4he water level the suc- 
tion pipe is nearly always inserted into the 
smaller drill hole, so that a water supply 
can still be obtained should the water level 
be lowered several feet below riorma!l level. 
In putting down a well the principal con- 
siderations should be the quantity of water 
requi the depth from which it must be 
raised and the kind of pump that will de- 
liver the required amount of water at the 
greatest economy. Wells are often sunk 
with -little thought of pumping economy, 
many farmers believing that the important 
thing is to reach a sufficient quantity of wa- 
ter, and that if this is done the pump can 
be obtained later. This is an erroneous be- 
lief, since the sinking of the well means 
only an initial cost, while the pumping ex- 
is constant and lasting.

MENACE TO HEALTH. 


The muddy barnyard season will soon be 
at hand. During the rainy period it will be 
next to impossible to improve the condition, | 
and the California Department of Agricul- 
ture suggests the farmers give the problem 
serious thought and consideration, and have 
the yards in good trim before the rains ap- 
pear. Farmers are urged to study the 
course of natural drainage and if there is a 
reasonable aniount of this, to deepen the 
ditches, or put in a system of underground 
tiling 


If, on the other hand, no natural drain- 
age exists, and the barnyards are extreme- 
ly level, it will be necessary to pave a por- 
tlon of the yard. 

Not much profit is made by allowing hogs 
and cattle to wade belly-deep in mud during 
the rainy reason, it is pointed out. Further- 
more, filthy yards about the barns are one 
of the most common causes for the dissem- 
of diseases ameng domestic animals.

Some of the best dairy cows in the State 
are to be found in Los Angeles county, end 
the California dairy cow competition offers 
Los Angeles county dairymen an oppor 
tunity to show how progressive they are. 
The competition is under the supervision 
of the University of California, whtch will 
decide where the honor goes in each of the 
Classes. The records will be taken for a 
period of ten months. Over $6000 in cash 
prizes, together with special premiums, 
will be available for the winning dairymen. 
Entries for cows in the competition opened 
Gept. 1, 1920, and will close April 1, 1921. 
Cows may be entered any month during 
time. 

Already there have been a large number 
of entries, not as many, however, as there 
should be from Southern California, and 
particularly from Los Angeles county. 
There are prizes for grade cows as well as 
for pure breds. There is no entry fee.

aitional tests. 
Angeles County Farm Nureau cow-testing 
association will require ne other tests, ex- 
cept in cases where animals competing 
are making exceptional records, in which 
ease the university reserves the right to 
send a tester to check up on the associa- 
tion’s work In the same way it ts done in 
official testing. It has been possible to make 
such arrangements, due to the fact that 
Los Angeles county has three testers, and 
they change routes every four months, 
checking up on each other. 


All cows other than pure-breds entered 
in the competition will automatically be 
registered in the California grade register 
of production, provided they qualify for 
this registry. This system of State-wide 
registration will follow to a greater degree 
the system of registration which is now in 
use in the Los Angeles county association 
for exceptionally good cows. The first 
prize in the competit will be awarded 
in October, 1920. T will be for the 
highest average production of butter fat, by 
five grade cows, in a herd headed by a 
pure-bred sire, made during the month of 
September, 1920.

BUILDING A PEN “FOR 
THE DANGEROUS BULL. 


Far too many valuable bulls are being 
lost to the dairy world because they become 
ugly or dangerous handle, a live-stock au- 
thority declares. 

All bulls, he says, are dangerous, espe. 
cially the older ones, and none of them, 
should be trusted; but it is not until a bul 
has reached full maturity, with the result- 
ing size and temperament which make him 
hard to handle, that his worth as a sire 
can be proved. Selling bulls as soon as 
they begin to lose the gentleness of imma. 
turity, this expert points out, simply means 
that breeders must forever rely on untried 
sires, and that it is merely a matter of luck 
whether the resulting offspring is good or 
not. 

“Dangerous as a mad bull,” he says, is 
a proverb. Yet it must be remembered that

such madness is a characteristic quality of 
bulls. Not only some bulls but all bulls 
are subject to outbursts of violence from 
time to time. These do not necessarily sig- 
nify either craziness or anger on the part 
of the bulls, but often simply the aggres- 
siveness which indicates vigor and good 
_health. What is called ugliness, therefore. 
may be mere playfulness. 


On the other hand, sometimes a bull may 
become reaily ugly, showing a desire to 
fight and destroy. But whether the animal's 
behavior is due to playfulness or bad tem. 
per makes no difference. In either case the 


pen will make it unnecessary to lose a valu. 
able bull by selling him for beef simply be- 
cause of his refractory conduct. This char 
acter merely means that the bull should be 
kept and handied in such a way that the 
owner or herdsman is not exposed to at- 
tack. This object can be attained by keep- 
ing the animal in the right sort of house 
and pen. 

Such a pen has recently been devised 
and described by specialists of the Federal 
Dairy Division. It has been recognized in 
the plan that it is needful to have a per 
which will make it easy and reasonably 
safe for the breeder to keep and care for 
the st bull by avoiding the necessity 
of coming into contact with the animal 
without the protection of a fence, as no bull 
is to be trusted. 


The essential featvres of the plan are (1) 

to feed and water the bull without enteriag 
his stall; (2) to have a large yard for him 
to exercise in, built so that he cannot break 
out, but of easy exit for anyone going into 
the yard; and (3) to have an adjustable 
gate, by means of which the bull can be 
turned into his exercise yard, into the 
breeding stall or into the stable and held 
there at the keeper’s will, without the keep- 
er having to enter the iselosure. Then, 
when the bull is let out into the yard, he 
can be shut out there while his stable is 
cleaned. When a cow is placed in the 
breeding stall the handling of the bull can 
all be done from the outside, where the 
keeper is entirely safe.

Ranch- 
ers tm these districts have heretofore trailed 
their cattle either to Eureka of Austin, 
Nev., where they were loaded om narrow- 
gauge trains to connect with the main line — 
of the Southern Pacific, necessttating reload- 
ing and feeding. Several of the herds were 
driven eighty miles to Tonopah, #here spe- 
cial provision had to be made for watering 
them on arrival. Over 300 feet of pipe line 
connecting with the West End Consolidated 
Mining Company's main extending from the 
Halifax mine to the mill were utilized.

| IMPERIAL MAN HAS 


UNIQUE MILK SHED. 


Dr. M. E. McDonald, inspector for the 
State Department of Agriculture for Im- 
perial Valley, reports that William Paine of 
El Centro has a novel type of milking shed 
that is arousing tbe interest of various iIn- 
spectors and others who have seen ft. 

Mr. Paine has a herd of some sixty or sev- 
enty cows. His milking shed, however, is 
equipped with a milking machine, and con- 
sists of only six stalls. cows enter the 
stalls, and after being milked, pass on 
through doors in the front of the stalls, 
which are released by means of a lever 
from the rear. Other cows awaiting their 
turn take their places, so that there is no 
loss of time. They are milked by machine 
directly into pipes, which transfer the milk 
to the receiver in the milkhouse. Mr. Paine 
has been using this system for some six 
months, and reports that the cows are 
readily trained to follow each other into fhe 
stalls, and that ‘he is well pleased with the 


plan. 

While this system is a novelty in this 
State. it appears that it Is by no means a 
novelty In other countries. Information t« 
that a man in New Zealand devised it some 
twenty years ago, and that now it ts in very 
common use in both Austrailia and New Zea- 
land. In fact, it.is reported that practically 
all the milking sheds of New land are of 
this type, and that they are adapted both 
for machine and hand milking. Because of 
the similarity of conditions there and here. 
it is thought by those who have imported 
the idea that the plan is suitable for ali of 
California.

inch rows. The leaf lifter, which goes with 
most of these smal] outfits, is invaluable 
for late cultivation, making it easy to work 
crops like peas, carrots, beets and straw- 
berries close to the plant without additional 
labor or injury to the plants, when other- 
wise it would be next to impossible to cul- 
tivate them at all when near matarity. 


PULVERIZES THE SOIL. 

A pulverizer similar in makeup to the 
large implements used behind tractors and 
horses is sold to fit these machines. This 
new tool—for it is of recent invention—is 
especially adapted for preparing the seed 
bed of the home and farm garden. After 
the ground has been plowed with the wheel 
plow the pulverizer ig attached to the hand 
frame and is found of great value in break- 
ing up the clods, smoothing and fining the 
surface of the soil, putting & in the best 
possible condition for the seed planter. It 
is much more thorough in its work than 
the ordinary garden rake and is used like 
a carpet sweeper or vacuum cleaner. The 
rear blade, cutting fourteen inches, levels 
the ground perfectly. After the crops are 
afarted it may be used between the rows 
as a weeder or as a crust breaker, leaving 
a fine mulch. It is a great tool for the ir- 
rigation farmer, as he is enabled to use it 
between his laterals. 

Louls Kempf of Lamanda Park, Cal., is a 
strong advocate of the wheel hoe and the 
wheel seeder combined. He has a two-acre 
truck garden near his home, which is one' 
of the sights of that section. It is orderly 
and always productive, no difference what 
the s@:son. Mr. Kempf says that he has 
ased one of these outfits for the past six 
years and is enabled to take care of his 
farge garden and his five-acre orange grove, 
where otherwise he would be forced to give 
up either one or the other. Last summer, 
Mr. Kempf tells me, he sold $540 worth 
@f vegecbles from his truck plot, besides 
furnishing his table with fresh products of 
the garden. He spent, on an average, three 
hours a day in his garden and the remain- 
der in his orange grove. Mr. Kempf says 
that without his small hand implements he 
would be obliged to put double the time 
in the garden patch His experience is 
similar to that of scores of other gardeners 
of lots and small acreage throughout South- 
ern California.

The work can be carried on but slowly 
owing to the limited funds available at pres- 
ent, but it is planned to do much that will 
determine the quantity and nature of the 
gas that may be obtained from wheat, oat, 
barley, rye and rice straws, and from corn- 
stalks, corncobs and other vegetable matter 
vaually burned as waste, If the results of 
these tests warrant further investigation 
the exepriments will be extended to the 
problem of plant equipment tur producing 
the gas on a scale sufficient to allow the 
farmer to supply light and heat for his 
house, power for stationary engines, and, 
possibly, for his tractor from a small indi. 
vidual outfit. If a suitable. unit can be con- 
structed so that the farmer's initial cost 
will be amall, it seems likely, that the straw 
gas may have a certain economic value in 
the sections of the country where the raw 
material from which the gas is made is now 
considered as waste and burned or left t& 
rot on the fields. In some sections of the 
country the straw is used as fertilizer, but 
im the West and Northwest there Is an un- 
limited supply of the material available for 
eonversion into light and fuel for the farm 


home. 

While it has been possible to operate an 
automobile with straw gas, and it is known 
that fifty pounds of straw will produce about 
300 cubic feet of gas an amount sufficient 
to drive a light roadster fifteen miles-—the 
problem of reducing the gas to liquid form 
or condensing it ficiently to allow it to 
be carried conveniently is an essential one 
that must be solved before straw gas can be 
considered as a possible motor fuel.

chaparral we should begin with the 
scrub oaks, for it is from them that we 
get the name. There is an erroneous opin- 
fon with some persons that “chaparral” 
comes from “chaps,” those ornate leg pro- 
tectors which form such a distinctive fea- 
ture of Wild West movies, and which are 
also worn by genuine cowboys in parts of 
our country where they are needed. But 
of course most persons know it is the 
other way avout. Chaparral comes from 
chaparrol, the Spanish name for live oak; 
and from chaparral, or perhaps direct from 
chaparro, comes chaps—thbose hide append- 
ages which the vaqueros were to protect 
their legs from the hostile scrub oaks. 
Scrub oaks of the chaparral are either 
true live oaks, or those which hold their 
leaves until the new foliage begins to ap- 
pear. To the ordinary observer they are 


I. WE were critical about the order in 


all evergreen. For this reason, one does 


not at first pick them out from the common 
mass of the chaparral. A newcomer is al- 
Most never able to single them out; even 
many old residents do not distinguish them 
from the other shrubs with which they min- 
gle. A newcomer may be pardoned for not 
readily recognizing them, for they do not 
correspond to his lifelong idea, of what 
oaks should be. Many persons have not 
yet learned when they come to California 
that they must reconstruct about all the 
opinions they have ever formed concerning 
how things should grow, and that they must 
reorganize their entire stock of nature 
knowledge. 

Well, about those scrub oaks: If you are 
a recent comer to the region you are still 
embarrassingly ignorant of what the 
chaparral is composed, when one day you 
are out on the trail and something hits you 
a sharp dab in the face. You stop to inves-

For this reason many persons, without in- 
vestigating closely, are led to think of it as 
an evergreen. 


Scrub Oaks Very Hard to at 
All Times to Identify. 


HE quercus dumosa is often exceeding- 

ly dwarfed and shrub-like—frequently 
not more than four or five feet in height. 
Its shrubby form and small, rounded leaves 
—so utterly unlike the conventional oak 
leaf—combine to make a disguise that suc- 
ceeds in “getting by” the great lated al of 
persons. It hag one undisguisable feature, 
however, the acorn. Time and time again, 
when on the trail in the late winter or 
spring, | have been asked: 

“What bush is this?” the questioner 
pointing, or perhaps even having hold of, a 
specimen of quercus dumosa. And in near- 
ly all instances I have had to hunt up an 
acorn cup still fast to the shrub, in order 
to back up my assertion that it was an ouk. 
I am willing to admit—from personal ex- 
perience long ago—that it is a novel sensa- 
tion for one who all his life long has walked 
underneath the oak trees to come here and 
tramp along a trail bordered with a forest 
of oaks no taller than his head! 

It makes no difference how:low in stature 
the quercus dumosa may be, in good “acorn 
seasons” it bears a wonderfully generous 
crop. One season near Saddle Peak in the 
Santa Monica Mountains, where there is a 
somewhat extensive area of an almost solid 
stand of this scrub oak, I made a rough es- 
timate of the acorn yield and found it to be 
fully ten tons to the acre! Is it any won- 
der that quercus dumosa’s progeny covers 
Many square leagues in the land of the 
Elfin Forest? 


' The low, dense thickets in which this 
scrub oak so frequently occurs are about as 
nearly impenetrable to man or beast as 
brush of any kind ordinarily becomes. The 
wood ig tough, the trunks and branches 
crooked with abrupt, sharp angles, and the 
twigs, although small, are stiff and almost 
spiny-like. No wonder the vaqueros had to 
keep their legs incased tm a hide armor, 
and that they gave the leg protectors a 
name derived from the hostile scrub oak— 
the cordially hated chaparro! 

Although so thoroughly hated by the cat- 
tle men, quercus dumosa is one of the most 
useful and beneficent of the Elfin-Forest's 
household. Its roots search out every rock 


* @revice and strike as deeply into the earth 


as the formation will allow, thus not only 
holding the soi] in place, but hiding its own 
life away from the fires which so often 


burned down to the merest stub, yet the 
roots immediately 


oe wool, from which the oak is often 
called “golden-cup oak.” 

A person coming from the East must not 
oniy reconstruct his old ideas concerning 
oaks, but he must do likewise with his no- 
tions about the sumacs. Indeed, our sumacs 
are apt to give him a good hard jolt. There 
are some half-dozen of these interesting 
shrubs in Southern California, all belonging 
to the genus rhus, and, therefore, all first 
cousins of the eastern sumacs. The com- 


mon eastern shrub has compound leaves of 


many leaflets, is a glorious mass of color in 
the fall, and in winter stands a stark skele- 
ton stripped of its brilliant robe, though 
still bearing aloft its compact bunches of 
dark red berries. Its wood is a satin-yellow 
—dear to my memory for burning spiles for 
tapping sugar maples. The California su- 
macs are as different as can be, in appear 
ance. They are evergreen—most of them— 
with rather large, single leaves, while the 
wood is white with a dark center. Nearly 
all of the species are noticeable for their 
profusion of flowers. One of them is called 
wild mahogany, on account of its dark ted 
heartwood. This ohne is rhus integrifolia, 
the specific name coming from the large, 
leathery leaves. This species is very plen- 
tiful mear the coast. It blooms very early 
in the spring and has beautiful bunches of 
pink and white flowers. R. ovata is a sister 
species, very much resembling the last, but 
with smaller leaves, and somewhat less 
striking flowers. It grows iniand and 

ms later in the spring. More plentiful 
than either of these two is R. laurina, with 
smaller white flowers which come along in 
June and July. The leaves are smalier, and 
in many ways the shrub is less attractive 
than either of the two other species. The 
shrub, however, is one of the most valuable 
as a forest cover of all the elfin trees. It 
is liberally endowed with foliage, and there- 
fore furnishes much shade to the ground 
and very much lessens evaporation. It also 
has a strong root system {nd is not sur 
passed by any chaparral shrub in its fire- 
resisting qualities—even excelling the 
scrub oak in this respect. For which rea- 


son its seed is gathered more than that of 


any other shrub for reforesting purposes. 
It is also an abundant producer of seed. 


These three California sumacs are note- 
worthy for their berries, which are borne in 
rather loose bunches. The berries are of a 
viscid and acid character, and ripen in late 
summer or early fall. On account of their 
acidity, Indians and Mexicans have long 
used them for making a lemonade--like 
drink. When out on the trail I have used 
them for that purpose myself, but have not 
found the drink very palatable without su 
gar.. When sweetened, however, it is quite 
drinkable. Then, too, I must admit that 
when the water in the canteen has grown 
warm and stale, the juice of these berries 
certainly increases its thirst-assuaging qual- 
ities. It is not surprising, is it, that Call- 
fornia sumacs are often called “lemonade 
berries?” 

There are some other chaparral shrubs 
—cercocarus, of two species in the south— 
the mame of “ma- 
” or “mountain mahogany.” While 


chaparral tey are widely distributed, and in many

There is another one of the sumac family . 
which everybody who frequents the foot- 
hills and mountains of the chaparral coun- 
try should know. This is the poison oak 
(rhus diversiloba,) which is a near-relative 
of the poison ivy of the eastern woods. In 
the moister canyons it bears quite a strik-_ 
ing resembiance to its eastern cousin, climb- 
ing by aerial rootlets; but on the dry foot- 
hills it contents itself by assuming a slen- 
der, bush-like form. Its follage is decidu- 
ous, although the old leaves often hang on 
until the new ones ‘begin to appear. it 
bears an abundance of greenish-white flow- 
ers, which usually come out with the leaves, 
or a little In advance. In the springtime it 
has an abundance of light-green foliage, and 
where it mingles with other shrubs is not 
particularly noticeable; but during the late 
summer and fall, wherever it may stand, it 
challenges the attention of every passer-by 
with its scarilet-tinted leaves. At that time 
of the year everyone who frequents the 
trails knows it, for it is the one shrub of 
the chaparral which puts on brilliant colors. 
It ie the one shrub, too, which on account 
of its poisonous qualities, needs to be 
shunned. It seems to be equally poisonous 
at all times of the year, although not equal- 
ly so to all persons. Some persons seem to 
be perfectly immune to its baneful effects, 
while others are so susceptible as to be af- 
fected by the breeze which has passed over 
a thicket of the shrub. A person once 
poisoned is ever after doubly lable to be af- 
fected.
